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Cod and Haddock Producers Retain Protection 
Under Canadian Trade Agreement 


Mexico has emerged surprisingly well from the American- 

Canadian Trade Agreement negotiatic.is, especially when 
it is remembered that the sole aim of the diplomats was to 
lower, not raise or even adjust, tariff bars. 

New England cod and haddock producers are highly grati- 
fied to find that they retain their present protection, thus 
removing the threat of an avalanche of Canadian groundfish. 
Now that the uncertaincy is over, and with the strong up- 
ward swing of the industry so much in evidence, all indica- 
tions point to the construction of new large fishing vessels 
and the purchase of new equipment. The outlook for 1936 
is brighter than for any year since the start of the depression. 


Swordfish 

The reduction in the duty on fresh swordfish from Canada 
is puzzling; imports jumped from a value of $84,000 in 1929 
to $228,000 in 1934, despite the 2c duty, so the new rate of 
144c seems an unwarranted gesture. However, the rate on 
frozen swordfish remains the same as before, and, after all, 
imports from Japan are what cause us real concern. 

Our other tariff concessions, so far as the Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts are concerned, are on species of which we import little.

Lobsters Unchanged 
The situation regarding lobsters and other items already on 
the free list remains unchanged, except for this proviso: they 
are “bound” on the free list for the duration of the agreement. 


Great Lakes 

Great Lakes producers are, for the most part, critical of our 
Government’s action in lowering the duty on certain Cana- 
dian fresh-water fish from the present rate of 1c per lb. to 
34c. It is not so much the cut itself, which is relatively slight, 
but the fact that they have felt for years that even the 1c 
duty was not sufficient to equalize the difference in costs of 
production on the opposite sides of the lakes. 


Oysters and Shrimp 

Two of Canada’s tariff concessions are of real value to us. 
A 50% reduction in the duty on shucked oysters in bulk will 
stimulate our exports of this commodity, which in 1930 came 
close to $500,000. The duty on shrimp in sealed containers 
has been cut 31%; this trade, too, should expand to the benefit 
of our South Atlantic and Gulf operators. 





Our Concessions to Canada 

Following are all of the changes in our duties on Canadian 
fishery products, the first figure representing the new duty, to 
be effective January 1, 1936, and the one in brackets repre- 
senting the present rate. 

Fish, fresh or frozen: halibut, 1c per Ib. (2c); salmon, 
1'44c per Ib. (2c); eels, %4c per lb. (1c); chubs, fresh water 
mullet, jacks, lake trout, saugers, tullibees, whitefish and yellow 
pike, 34c per lb. (1c). Swordfish, fresh, but not frozen; 11/c 
per lb. (2c). Fish, pickled or salted: salmon, 20% ad valorem 
(25%); alewives in bulk, 34c per Ib. (114c).. Smoked herring: 
hard dry-smoked, whole or beheaded but not further ad- 
vanced, 5%c per Ib. (114c); boned, whether or not skinned, 
115c per lb. (3c). Canned razor clams, 15% ad val. (23%). 

In addition to the above reductions, the following products, 
which have been entering duty free, have been “bound” to 
the free list, thus guaranteeing that no duty will be assessed 
during the life of the agreement: Fresh or frozen sea herring, 
smelts, clams, quahogs, crabs (but not crab meat), oysters (but 
not seed oysters). Also lobsters, whether fresh, frozen or 
canned, and fresh (but not frozen) scallops. 


Canada’s Concessions on Our Fishery Products 

Canada has a special schedule of tariff duties on products 
of the United Kingdom, which, according to the terms of the 
agreement, will now apply to products from the United States. 

The first figure represents the Canadian rates to apply 
January 1, 1936, the one in brackets is the present duty: 

Mackerel, herring, salmon and all others not otherwise pro- 
vided for, 34 per lb. (1c). Halibut, fresh, pickled or salted, 
lc per lb. (2c). Canned sardines: weighing 20 to 36 oz., 4c 
per box (6c); 12 to 20 oz., 3.2c per box (4'/4c); 8 to 12 0z., 
2.4c per box (314c); less than 8 oz. 1.6c per box (21/4c). 
Fish, preserved in oil, not otherwise provided for, 30% ad 
valorem (35%). 

Lobsters, prepared or preserved, free (30% ad val.); fresh, 
free (25% ad val.). 

Salmon and all other fish, prepared, 271% ad valorem 
(30%). Shrimp in sealed containers, 274% ad valorem, 
(40%). Shucked oysters; bulk, 5c per gal. (10c); in cans not 
over 1 pint, 214¢ per can (3c); in cans 1 pint and larger, 41/,c 
per can (5c); in the shell, 221% ad valorem (25%). Scallops, 
fresh, but not frozen, free (25% ad val.). All other articles, 
products of fisheries, 20% ad valorem (25%).

She will be commanded by Capt. Seymour Harnish in the 
mackerel netting game this Fall, and was scheduled to sail on 
November 22 on her first trip. As soon as the netting season 
is over she will change over to dragging.

Vineyard

Improvement and Reconstruction

HE report from these latitudes is a cross-section of world 
history, no less. It is a tale of industry, of destruction 
and of rebuilding and improvement. 
Fishing held up in good shape all through the month, with 
groundfish showing plentifully except for the cod. 
Lobstering was good for more than half the month when the 
school began to taper off. 


Scallop Season Opens 
The Vineyard Haven scallop season opened on the fifteenth, 
and some of the choice Edgartown beds were opened also. 
The 126 fishermen of Vineyard Haven have had no trouble in 
securing their limit each day from the beginning, and the best 
ground has not been touched thus far. 


Storm Does Considerable Damage 

The Easterly, which breezed on the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth, raised merry hell and you may lay to that. When the 
wind really cut loose, it separated men from some of their 
closest associations. 

But seriously, it was a tough touch of weather and the wind- 
up of the blow saw some twenty fishermen on the beach, some 
smashed into kindling-wood and damned poor kindling-wood 
at that. Docks and all sorts of structures along the waterfront 
on the Eastern end of the island were stove and racked to the 
devil and gone, and the beaches were covered with stove-in 
sharpies and driftwood of all kinds. 


Reconstruction Starts Immediately 
But in the midst of this destruction, reconstruction and im- 
provement is under way and the biggest program of its kind 
that this county has ever seen. Fishermen and others who sail 
this way next season will find things are more nearly right 
than ever before. 


Work Begun on Mile-Long Channel 
Chilmark is already at work on a mile-long channel extend- 
ing from Menemsha Creek into Menemsha Pond, which will 
transform that large arm of the sea into a great harbor, land- 
locked except for the narrow channel. 


Oak Bluffs Harbor Being Dredged 
At Oak Bluffs, the harbor is to be dredged and bulkhead 
constructed around the shores which will make two-thirds of 
the harbor shore a dock, paralleling the streets, and with seven 
feet of water alongside at dead, low water. Several other jobs 
are hanging in the wind also. 


Capt. Larsen Has New Boat 

Capt’n Dan Larsen, better known as Cygnet Dan, who has 
sailed the Gulf Stream in a cat-boat for years, has now ac- 
quired a 40-foot otter-trawler, the Frances J., formerly of 
New Bedford. Capt’n Dan will set a string of lobster-gear on 
Coxes next season. 

Plenty of Mackerel 

Gloucester seiners have stuck around the Vineyard this 
month more closely than ever before since Walmsley was hung, 
and got acquainted in real earnest this time. The reason? 
Mackerel have laid chin-deep to a giraffe off Gay Head all 
through the month, and even the traps have taken enough to 
keep them fishing right through. Prices have been encourag- 
ing too, which is good news for all hands.

Long Island Fishermen’s Assoc. 
Proposes Good-Will Tour

GOOD-WILL tour, composed of fishermen, pound- 

netters, etc., to visit ports in Connecticut, Rhode Island, 

and Massachusetts, is proposed by Alfred Tucker, Man- 
ager of the Long Island Fishermen’s Protective Assn. Mr. 
Tucker’s idea is to have a caravan of automobiles take the 
fishermen to see how producers in other districts sort and pack 
their catch, and swap any other information that might be 
available.

Great Oyster Season Reported 

The oyster plants are reporting a great oyster season. The 
quality and quantity were better but the warm weather of the 
Fall months has decreased the demand. The Winter looks 
promising. 

Scallops are still very scarce which keeps the price up. 
East Marion last month it was $1.25 per quart. 

Good Run of Butterfish 

The run of butterfish which is looked for in November ar- 
rived at the time of the gale of November 17th. Capt. 
Daniel L. Brown, who had three traps set in Long Island 
Sound, was greatly surprised to find them in shape for fishing. 
He shipped 67 boxes from two of them. Brooks Bros. of 
Orient shipped 63 boxes and Capt. Oliver Case who has traps 
in the Sound off Greenport, made a catch of 61 boxes. 

Storm Causes Serious Damage to Fish Pounds 

The severe storm which raged along the Eastern coast on 
November 17 caused considerable damage to the pounds of 
the Sunrise Fish Co., which are located off Oak Island. The 
fishermen estimate their loss at about $4,000. 

Traps were wrecked, boats demolished, and fish houses were 
carried from the beaches by the heavy tides. 

A fish house which had been in use on the beach at Wain- 
scott for 40 years was washed into the ocean. Many beaches 
were entirely cleared of fishermen’s equipment. 

“Julia” Refloated After Going Ashore 

The trawler Julia, owned by Dan Mullins, of New Bedford, 
in command of Capt. Eric Beso, bound from New Bedford to 
Fulton Market, ran aground in a heavy fog about the middle 
of last month, West of Montauk Light. The Julia, an 80 fet. 
schooner, was loaded with 40,000 pounds of haddock. She 
was floated at high tide with aid.

Lobstermen at Mt. Desert 


Enjoying Better Season Than Usual 
By Alfred Elden 


HE 100 fishermen and the dozen or 15 dealers of Mount 
Desert Island are not yet ready to express opinion as to 
the probable workings of the new double gauge lobster 
law. Some feel that it may cause scarcity in years to come; 
others take a different view. October was the biggest month 
of the year with the lobstermen and the dealers who sent out 
something like 50,000 pounds of crustaceans in that month. 
A great many of the Mount Desert lobsters go to the Consoli- 
dated Lobster Company’s pound near Skillings River where 
they are loaded on to the smacks. 


Traps Set for Special Season 
All through November lobstermen at Monhegan Island were 
preparing for their special season which began December 1 
and will last into next June. It is estimated that about 2500 
traps went into the water. The price has been holding well 
up to 25 cents but the fishermen looked for it to drop once 
the season got under way. 


Lobstermen Lose Heavily in Storm 

Lobster fishermen suffered severe losses in the recent Novem- 
ber storms. Many pots and gear were lost. A boat owned by 
Joseph Weare was sunk. Henry Card lost his boat. Albert 
Perkins’ craft was carried far out of water to the Willows and 
wedged in between two trees where it had to be chopped away 
to release it. The surf was the heaviest seen in recent years 
at Perkins Cove. 


Rockland Boats Operating Out of Eastport 
Several Rockland boats have gone over to Eastport where 
for the next few weeks they drag for flounders. 


Generally 
the first three or four weeks are very profitable. 


Row Ashore to Summon Help 
When Captain Levi W. Eastman, of the fishing schooner 
Alice M. Doughty, in a strong offshore breeze with engines 
disabled, found he was likely to be blown far out to sea, he 
called for volunteers to row ashore and summon help. Lawson 
E. Beals and Kenneth Trask jumped into a heavy dory and 
battled 11 miles with their oars to Half Way Rock Light. 
Through tremendous breakers they watched their chance and 
beached their dory on the little beach without smashing their 
boat. Then they called the Coast Guard by phone and a 
cutter went to the relief of the Doughty. Next day the two

The 
next day 200 pounds were taken by the fishermen. The fisher- 
men place their tents on rafts and anchor them until they are 
frozen in. From now on, fishing through the ice is expected 
to bring hundreds of dollars a day to this, one of the largest 

of the smelt-fishing colonies on the Maine Coast. 


Underwood Plant to Put Up Sardines Next Year 

A rumor is confirmed at Rockland by officials of the Wm. 
Underwood Co., that next Summer the big factory in the Lime 
City will put up sardines. For the past three or four years it 
has been used as a shipping headquarters for fish packed at its 
other factories. This will insure employment for about 150 
persons. 

Bulletin on Tuna Fishery Issued 

. “The Horse Mackerel (Tuna) Fishery of Maine” is the title 
of a bulletin written by Walter H. Rich, Portland Agent of 
the U. S. Bureau of Fisheries, and published as Memorandum 
S-339.

W. S. Carter Busy Building Boats 
W. S. Carter, shipbuilder at Friendship, Me., reports that 
he has just closed two contracts for fish boats for Spring de- 
livery. Several other prospects are in view. 


Ships Two Live Sturgeon to Fulton Market 

J. C. Harmon, proprietor of the Harmon lobster pound at 
Schoodic Point, recently shipped two live sturgeon to Fulton 
Market. At one time this past Summer he had five imprisoned 
alive but he lost three and decided to sell the other two. It is 
said these fish will live three days out of water. The steak 
retails for 90 cents a pound and the roe or caviar for about 
$3.50 a pound. Sturgeon were once plentiful in the Kennebec 
River near its mouth and seem to be coming back to the 
Maine coast. 

New Way of Baiting Lobster Traps 

The latest wrinkle in baiting lobster traps is found at Per- 
kins Cove, Ogunquit. The fishermen there cut off about a 
foot from an old automobile inner tube, tie up one end, stuff 
in the bait then tie the other. Holes punched in the tube per- 
mit the escape of the tole or slick which lures the lobsters. 
As a matter of fact the lobster once in a trap eats very little. 

In Lower Casco Bay lobstermen quite generally use old 
tomato or other cans to hold bait, filling them, then pressing 
the cover down again. Enough tole escapes to serve. Others 
buy cans of the cheapest sardines and punch holes in them. 
The late Charles E. Davis, of Orrs Island, had perfected a 
bait made of chemicals in liquid form which hardened like 
flint. Placed in a perforated can it was two or three days 
before the action of the salt water had entirely dissolved the 
substance. The bait fished well until it was exhausted. It 
could be manufactured cheaply but unfortunately Davis’ sud- 
den death took the secret with him.

December Expectations at Fulton Market

that December may expect to see the end of Summer fish va- 
rieties, and the beginning of a real influx of Winter varieties. 
Fresh halibut may be expected in the New York market until 
the middle of January as the result of the season for halibut 
fishing being extended from November 15 to December 26. 
Dick Foley, of Caleb Haley & Co., is looking for plenty of 
eels of all sizes, as well as striped bass from Eastern points, 
and mullet and red snappers from the Florida waters. With 
better times threatening everyone, there ought to be a big 

influx of eels for the forthcoming Christmas season. 


Peck Slip Has Collection Troubles 

Sol Broome informs us that only about 40% of the week’s 
sales are now being collected by the Peck Slip merchants by 
Thursday of the week following. All should be paid by Mon- 
day or Tuesday at the latest. The balance of 60% of Peck 
Slip’s total business is collected by Friday or Saturday of the 
week following purchase, and some of it later than that. 

Here is a situation that ought to be cleared up. The com- 
panies pay their shippers on Saturday of the week in which 
shipments are made. This means that Peck Slip merchants 
have to ante up better than a week and a half shipping costs 
in order to carry the negligent accounts. 

Will the shippers help carry the load by giving longer terms? 
Or will the Peck Slip merchants stand together on a credit 
policy in spite of hell and high water, or the bogy of 
perishability?

Oyster Industry 


Shows Increased Production 
By Sandusky Curtis 


ICHARD Armstrong, Commissioner of Fisheries, report- 
ed recently that oyster production in Virginia has stopped 
declining despite depression conditions. 
“Production this year is estimated at about 2,500,000 
bushels,” he said. “It is apparent that production no longer is 
declining, but slowly increasing.” 


Fisheries Policies Settled 

Disagreements over fisheries regulation policies which re- 
sulted in the resignation of a special committee of investiga- 
tion under an act of the assembly in 1934 have been settled 
and for the first time in a generation harmony reigns in the 
seafood industry in Virginia. 

State Senator William A. Wright, of Tappahannock, chair- 
man of the committee, revealed that the main purpose for 
which the committee was designated was to effect a reorganiza- 
tion in the commission of fisheries, and that Governor Peery, 
through the appointment of two new Tidewater members, and 
the recent audit and tightening of the administration of the 
commission’s office at Newport News has settled, permanently, 
he hopes, the long-standing row that resulted in “oyster wars” 
and other disorders, and has divided assemblymen as well as 
seafood men into two factions. 

The committee is suggesting, he said, that trucks engaged in 
the interstate hauling of oysters be licensed like boats which 
haul oysters across the state line, that charges for various 
services to oystermen be consolidated and adjusted so that the 
small producer will not be required to pay so many little fees; 
that adjustments be made making it less expensive for small 
oystermen to lease oyster grounds from the state; and that 
conflicting, ambiguous and obsolete sections of the law be 
changed in the interest of simplification. 

No change is contemplated in the Baylor survey, he said.

Shell Planting Program 


Approved by the Government

AVING been approved by the Comptroller General in 

Washington, the shell-planting program in which the 

State Conservation Commission and the Federal Gov- 
ernment are both to participate, should get under way very 
shortly in Maryland. 

The program calls for the planting of nearly two million 
bushels of shells on the oyster rocks and bars of the State, 
under the supervision of the Conservation Commission, and 
contracts for the purchase of the shells have already been made 
with many oyster packers in all sections of the tidewater. 

Sea-Food Dealers Hold Important Meeting 

The Tri-State Sea Food Association and the sea food divi- 
sion of the Crisfield Chamber of Commerce held a joint 
meeting in Crisfield on November 14, at which questions 
affecting the purchase and preparation of sea food, the credit 
angle, and the National advertising campaign now being con- 
ducted for the increased sale of oysters were discussed. 

C. A. Loockerman, president of the Association, presided, 
and introduced the various speakers. 

Heading the list of those who addressed the gathering was 
Howard W. Beach, of New Haven, Conn., president of the 
Oyster Growers and Dealers Assn. of North America. 

He was followed by W. C. Wheeler, of New York City, 
representing N. W. Ayer & Son, advertising agency, which has 
charge of the publicity campaign now under way to increase 
the sale of oysters.

Rock were closed again on December 9, to prevent a glut. 
The rocks were opened November 15, after having been 
closed for several years, during which they were seeded and 
the planted oysters given time to mature. Conservation ofh- 
cials estimated that since the opening on Nov. 15th, 75,000 
bushels had been taken from Parker’s Rock and 70,000 bushels 
from Mud Rock. 
To Build New Menhaden Steamer 
Capt. Larry Daugherty and a crew of ship carpenters left 
Crisfield in the latter part of November for Fernandina, Fla., 
where they will build a menhaden steamer for the Quinn 
Menhaden Fisheries in that city. Capt. Daugherty is manager 
of the Quinn & Daugherty railway in Crisfield.

Michigan 
Wins Valuable Fishing Grounds 
As Boundary Dispute is Settled 


RECOMMENDATION that the highly prized and val- 

uable fishing grounds in Green Bay, Lake Michigan, 

claimed by both Wisconsin and Michigan, be awarded 
to Michigan, has been made to the United States Supreme 
Court. 

The boundary dispute has been the subject of sporadic legis- 
lation for several years. The Supreme Court sought to settle 
the controversy by division of the contested area and named 
Judge Faville, of Des Moines, Iowa, special master in chancery 
for the case. Judge Faville inspected the waters last Summer. 

Judge Faville recommended that Michigan be given all of 
the sought property and that the boundary be moved closer 
to Marinette, Wis. 

He also denied Wisconsin possession of a triangular area off 
the mouth of the Menominee river, much sought by fishermen, 
and further recommended that Michigan be given the terri- 
tory in the vicinity of Whaleback shoal, west of the Cedar 
river. 

Fishing Tugs Renovated 

During the closed season from Oct. 15 to Nov. 21, the 
Goldie W., Fortuna and Roy K. Smith, Sheboygan fishing tugs, 
were given a renovation. The Goldie W. had its hull repaired 
and its machinery overhauled, while the latter two tugs had 
new electric lighting plants installed. The Ewig Fish Com- 
pany’s tug is a new addition to the Sheboygan fleet for the 
Winter. It formerly operated out of Port Washington. 

During the closed season the Roy K. Smith, operated by the 
Smith Brothers Fish Co., and the Fearless I], operated by the 
Ernisee Fish Co., made thirteen lifts in spawn fishing, with the 
former averaging 2,967 pounds daily and the latter 2,769. 


Herring Bringing Higher Prices 

The annual herring run which reached its height the third 
week in November was reported by fishermen working the lower 
end of Green Bay, to be somewhat smaller than last year, 
while the run in the region about Marinette and Menominee 
was reported larger than usual. Commercial fishermen were 
getting from $10 to $15 a ton more for their catch this year 
than last. 

Superior Fish Co. Suffers Damage by Fire 

Fire of undetermined origin on November 18 partially de- 
stroyed the warehouse of the Superior Fish company, Bay 
City, Mich., and brought out -all available fire fighting ap- 
paratus in the city. 

Amount of the damage might run as high as $25,000, George 
H. Whitehouse, proprietor, declared. He said fish, packing 
boxes, barrels, and other pieces of equipment were destroyed.

Fishing Industry Being Surveyed 


With View to Improved Conditions 
By Al Chiaramonte 
URVEYS of Florida’s fishing industry by independent and 


Governmental agencies, instituted with the view of im- 

proving conditions in the trade, were underway in Florida 
this month. One is under the direction of the State Conserva- 
tion Department in cooperation with the U. S. Bureau of 
Fisheries. 

Independent studies of the mullet industry are being under- 
taken by Prof. Bertil Hanstrom, of Lund University, Sweden, 
and John F. Bass, Jr., founder of the Bass Biological Labora- 
tory at Englewood, Fla. 

From the investigations it is hoped to learn some of the 
secrets of mullet breeding with the view of probably increasing 
production. 

Prof. Hanstrom, well known throughout Europe as an ex- 
pert in marine biology, has been engaged in research work at 
the Federal Fisheries Laboratory at Woods Hole, Mass., under 
the auspices of the Rockefeller Foundation. 

For his mullet study, Mr. Bass has purchased the two masted 
schooner Virginia, of Mobile. The ship, built in 1865 and 
rebuilt in 1930, has seen service as an oyster boat, snapper 
boat, pilot boat on Mobile bar, and as a rum runner. 

Some of the cabin space on the Virginia has been modified 
at the Cleveland Shipyards at Punta Gorda. Equipment for 
the scientific investigations has been installed in the schooner. 


Best Season in Years is Predicted 

Reports this month continued to back up those made last 
month that the fishing industry in Florida is looking forward 
to one of the most successful seasons in the past decade. 

Raffield Brothers Fish Co. and the Kirvin Brothers, of 
Panama City, reported that in one day last month they caught 
53,000 pounds of roe mullet. The mullet, which was brought 
to port in three schooners, sold for about 21/, cents a pound 
and brought $1325 to the fishermen. 

From the Lake Wales region, commercial fishermen were 
reported to have caught 68,000 pounds of fish in a period of 
three weeks. 

Good Mullet Catches 

The Manhattan Fish Co., of St. Petersburg, reported that in 
one day last month, three fishermen of the company, Capt. 
T. E. Priess, Ted Culbreath, and Barney Morris, caught 20,000 
pounds of mullet in Tampa Bay. The men, who were fishing 
from a 26-foot launch, stated the haul broke all records for 
the season. 

W. R. Hodges, of the Independent of Florida Fish Trust at 
Cedar Keys, reported he has had a very good season on mullet. 


Considerable Activity in Shrimp Business 

John Versaggi, of S. Versaggi Sons, wholesale shrimp dealers 
of St. Augustine, reports that there has been considerable ac- 
tivity in the shrimp business along the Atlantic Coast since the 
early part of October. He stated that shrimp boats have been 
coming to port daily with catches of from 20 to as high as 
400 bushels. Since the early part of October, he declared, an 
average of a carload of shrimp a day has been dispatched 
from the shrimp centers in Fernandina and the adjoining terri- 
tory. In addition several hundred tons of shrimp have been 
sent to export concerns to be frozen and shipped to Japan. 


Would Establish Fishery Market News Service 

Senator Duncan U. Fletcher of Florida has been advised by 
the U. S. Bureau of Fisheries that it favors the establishment 
of a fishery market news service to give fishermen in Florida 
and throughout the Nation timely information regarding the 
industry. 

New Plant Soon to Start Operations 

The large fish processing plant, established at Clearwater as 

an FERA project, will begin operation within a short time. 
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The “Houma”, latest addition to The Texas Company’s tow- 

boat fleet, equipped with a 4-cycle, 6-cyl., 14 x 18 Winton 

Diesel, developing 430 hp at 275 rpm, and two auxiliary 

and one belt-driven Winton air compressors. She tows oil 
barges in Louisiana waters. 


N. C. Fishermen’s Cooperative 
Plants Start Operating 


NEW day is in prospect for fishermen, not only of 

Dare County, but for all the fishing area of North 

Carolina, in the recent opening of the several plants and 
receiving stations of the North Carolina Fisheries, Inc. 

At Manteo, in Dare County, a plant of sufficient capacity 
to handle practically all surplus fish has been established. 

The main plant is located at Morehead City and other plants 
are maintained at Belhaven and Southport. 

Roy L. Davis, manager of the Manteo plant, has spent much 
cf his time during the past three months studying the fish 
handling proposition in the New England states. 

N. C. Pleased with Shell Planting 

From North Carolina, where both shell planting and seed 
oyster planting have been tried with excellent results for some 
years, comes word that 600,000 bushels of shells will be planted 
this season, under WPA auspices, and that better results have 
been obtained from shell planting than from seed oysters. 


Mississippi State Oyster Reefs 
To be Opened January 15 


T a special meeting of the Mississippi Seafood Commis- 
A sion on November 11 it was decided to open the Miss- 

issippi oyster reefs to dredging on January 15. Reports 
submitted to the commission indicate that the Mississippi oys- 
ters are in fairly good condition but that rain and cold 
weather will be necessary to fatten them. The Louisiana 
Conservation Commission opened the Louisiana reefs Dec. 1. 


Fishermen Make Profitable Catch 
John Dubaz and Henry Breal, aboard the power boat John 
Dubaz, Sr., fishing in Breton Island Sound four and one-half 
hours, caught 54 barrels of large shrimp, which they brought 
to Biloxi and sold at $7.50 per barrel, netting them a total of 
$405 or something over $100 per hour.

ESPITE the fact that the sardine factories in Maine 

closed before the legal packing season was ended, many 

Charlotte County weirs found a ready sale for their fish 
at Connors Bros., Ltd., F. W. Farris & Sons and Geo. F. Eaton 
& Sons of Fairhaven. 

Before the 1936 season opens, several new weirs will be built 
at Deer Island, as well as many more throughout Charlotte 
County. Alonzo Conley of Leonardville, a well known weir 
fisherman, who abandoned his weir a few years ago, is one 
who will build this coming Spring. 


Successful Pollock Season 

Pollock fishing in Quoddy River ceased during the first of 
November. Landings have been much greater than last year 
and far in excess of the catch of several years combined, prior 
to 1934. An excellent grade of dry slack salted pollock was 
made at Wilson’s Beach this year, and the fish flakes were 
loaded to capacity. 

At the Matthews Bros. oil refinery things were booming, as 
fishermen by the score brought their quotas of fresh fish livers 
to the plant to be processed into the finest grade of medicine 
oil. Oil for commercial purposes was also being handled in 
large quantities by Herman Matthews and his brother, Harold 
Matthews, sons of the late William Matthews.

Requests from the local units of the United Maritime Fish- 
ermen’s Association, in the Counties of Kent and Westmore- 
land in Eastern New Brunswick, for legislation authorizing the 
operation of credit unions, were made at a meeting of the 
organization’s annual convention. 


Maine Lobster Carriers Busy 

Maine lobster buyers did considerable scrambling for their 
quota of the catch at Grand Manan this year, and boats from 
Rockland and other points along the coast were early on the 
job when close to 50,000 lobster traps were set in the Grand 
Manan district alone besides many thousands in other parts 
of Charlotte County. The smacks of the R. J. Conley Co., 
Ltd., of St. Andrews, took practically all the lobsters pur- 
chased at Grand Manan this Fall by that concern, direct to 
Boston. 

Pleased with New Tariff on Smoked Herring 

Grand Manan fishermen and smoked herring dealers are 
feeling pretty good over the reduction of duties on smoked 
herring and the boneless variety. The five-eighths cents per 
pound duty on hard smoked herring with or without the heads 
on amounts to almost free entry of the whole product, as the 
weight eliminated in the removal of the heads of the fish will 
go a long way in offsetting the tariff levy.
